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THe Councin MEETING. 


Last week’s Council meeting was a long one. It 
will also be found an exceptionally interesting one, 
not only from the amount and variety of important 
matter discussed, but also from the nature of some 
of the proceedings. 

The election of the President will cause general sur- 
prise—not upon personal grounds, but from political 
considerations. Everyone will admit that the 
new President is qualified by seniority upon the 
Council, by legal knowledge and business experi- 
ence, and by personal attributes, for the position he 
has attained; but very few supposed his attitude 
towards the all-important Bill to be such as would 
justify his election to the Presidential chair at this 
moment. It is true that Mr. Barrett has never 
formally enrolled himself amongst the avowed op- 
ponents of the Bill; but he has certainly supported 
their actions so much in the past that we cannot 
feel surprised at the dissent with which his nomi- 
nation was received. The difficulties which arose 
subsequently are now happily removed, and we 
need not dwell upon them. We have now a definite 
pledge that the new President will support, in its 
present form and without alterations, the Bill 
which was finally accepted by the profession more 
than twelve months ago. We may add that, in 
addition to his personal fitness for the task, Mr. 
Barrett possesses special facilities for furthering the 
interests of the Bill, which may enable him to 
to render the profession valuable services. 

The Bill itself is still awaiting a favourable 
opportunity for presentation to Parliament, and, in 
the meantime, the College finances are going from 
bad to worse. The Treasurer, upon re-election, 
described his function as “a most unpleasant 
office.” Readers of the financial report will agree 
and sympathise with him. 

Quite an exceptional number of important 
matters came before the Council, most of which 
are still under consideration, and may be again re- 
ferred to. The recommendations for the revision of 
-the Fellowship examination have appeared. The 
proposals are very much what most of us expected, 
and their adoption would certainly raise the value 
of the diploma; but at present they are apparently 
impracticable. 

A number of the Scotch students have taken the 
unusual course of petitioning the Council to intro- 
duce two revolutionary changes in the membership 
examination. We hope to consider this matter in 
detail later; at present it stands referred to the 
Examination Committee. There were other points 
in connection with diplomas and examinations that 
came before the Council. A Committee has been 
appointed to consider the very important question 


of the recognition of Melbourne pci | Veteri- 
nary Degrees by the R.C.V.S., and notice has been 
given to amend a bye-law in a manner which will 
alter our own examination system not a little. The 
latter proposal, brought forward by Mr. Mulvey, is 
to hold examinations at three centres, one in each 
country, instead of, as hitherto, at five. Probably 
the need for economy on the part of the College 
has dictated this proposal, against which much 
could be said from the students’ point of view. 

Another matter which is of more than passing 
interest is the approval by the R.C.V.S. of the action 
of the Corporations of Glasgow and Sheffield with 
regard to Public Health Congresses. 


Tue “NatIonaL” MEETING. 

The annual general meeting of the N.V.A. commences 
on Wednesday, July 27th, at the Hotel Cecil. The 
London meetings have not always been the greatest 
successes ; but this year under the Presidency of Prof. 
Macqueen everything gives promise of a more than 
usually good meeting. The subjects of the papers are 
attractive, and the arrangements of the Provisional Com- 
mittee leave nothing to be desired. All that is necessary 
to make a record is a good attendance of members. 

Those who have not made application for rooms should 
do so at once. The meeting is at the Cecil, but there are 
nuinbers of good hotels near the place of meeting. The 
Strand Palace, The Grand, and others are within five 
minutes walk. 


THE GERMAN East Arrican OF CATTLE 
RESEMBLING MALIGNANT CATARRHAL FEVER. 


Lichtenheld (Zeitschrift fur Infections krank- 
heiten, parasitdre Krankheiten, und Hygiene der 
Haustiere) describes, from his own observations 
and from various reports, including those of the 
two official veterinarians Sommerfeld and Clauss, a 
bovine disease of German East Africa, similar to 
bovine malignant catarrhal fever, which was 
originally mistaken for rinderpest. It attacks 
cattle of all ages, but is not observed in other 
domestic animals or in wild ones. Attempts to 
transmit the disease from affected to healthy cattle 
by subcutaneous injection of blood, or by introduc- 
tion of the morbid nasal discharge into the healthy 
nostril, have been unsuccessful. It is probable that 
the virus requires an intermediate developmental 
stage outside the animal body, in order to transmit 
the disease anew. According to the author's 
observations, pools of water at which cattle are 
accustomed to drink, and swampy pastures, must 
offer favourable conditions for this development of 
the virus. 

The mortality of the disease is sometimes very 
high; it ranges from 20 to 90 per cent. The dura- 
tion of the disease is from two to eight days, and 
the temperature in that case is from 103-1 F. to 
106-7 F. In quite rare cases, however, the course 
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of the disease is chronic; and the temperature then 
does not usually exceed 103-1 F. 

The characteristic symptoms of the disease were 
slight photophobia, lachrymation, corneal opacity, 
corn ulceration, displacement of the iris, slimy 
and partially bloody discharge from the nose, snort- 
ing breathing in consequence of swelling of the 
nostrils, and, in most cases, watery, slimy, partly 
bloody diarrhcea. In addition to these symptoms 
the animals were very excited and wild. 

Post-mortem, intestinal lesions were often 
observed. Thus the mucous membrane of the 
rennet bag showed scattered dark-red places rang- 
ing from the size of a pin’s head to that of a lentil, 
with a thin gray deposit, which could not be re- 
moved by washing, in the middle of some. The 
mucous membrane of the small intestine, and often 
also that of the large intestine, was reddened and 
swollen in considerable sections or throughout its 
whole extent, and covered with sticky yellowish 
mucus, after the washing off of which erosion- 
ulcers of different size became visible. The liver 
was extraordinarily enlarged and very fragile, its 
surface was yellow-grey-brown, in places dark grey- 
red in colour. The gall bladder was exceedingly 
tensely filled. The muscles of the body and the 
lymphatic glands were unaltered. 

The disease is therefore a specific affection of 
cattle, which is especially manifested by a morbid 
process of the eyes; the upper air passages, and the 
nose, and is united with considerable depression of 
the sensorium. It is differentiated from the bovine 
malignant catarrhal fever occurring in Europe 
through its epizootic appearance with, for the most 
a very serious loss (up to 75 per cent. on in- 
ected farms), through the well-marked intestinal 
symptoms accompanying those of the upper-air 
passages and the eyes, and in addition by the fact 
that the affections of the mucous membranes are 
of hwmorrhagic and only very exceptionally of 
croupous nature. 

Treatment of cattle suffering from this disease 
only succeeded in exceptional cases. Prophylactic 
measures consisted in enclosing the infected pools 
and pastures, and, if it was possible to remove the 
infected or possibly infected cattle from the infected 
places to dry pastures supplied with running water 
without infecting other p , in doing so. In 
this manner the disease was generally combated 
with success.—Berliner Tier. Woch.

described here. So at least, it would appear from 
Mr. Montgomery’s reference (page 827) to a con- 
versation between himself and Dr. Sommerfeld 
the Chief Veterinary Officer of German East Africa 
(who is mentioned by Lichtenheld in the above 
abstract) regarding the “ catarrhal fever of cattle” 
in the German East African dominions.—TRanst. | 


TuBercuLosis on Traumaric Prricarpiris ? 


Very recently Hans Schultze recorded a very 
naattihie lesion of the heart and pericardium 


(the main feature of which was an enormous intra- 
pericardial calcified deposit) which he observed in 
the slaughter-house and, as more usual lesions of 
tuberculosis were found elsewhere in the carcase, 
regarded as being tuberculous in origin. This case 
will be found in The Veterinary Record of May 14, 
1910 (page 741). Arnold, of Idstein, now writes to 
the Berliner Tierarztliche Wochenschrift, in which 
Schulze’s annotation appeared, contesting the view 
of the tubercular nature of the pericardial lesion, 
and preferring to regard it as the result of traumatic 


pericarditis.

HEREDITARY UNSOUNDNESS IN HORSES. 


Notes on Evidence as to the Hereditary Character of 
certain Pathological conditions constituting Unsound- 


ness in Horses (principally Ossitication of the Lateral 
Cartilages—Sidebone). Furnished by examination of 
2,636 cases.*

PRESENT Lack OF RECORDED EVIDENCE. 


Ossification of the lateral cartilage of the foot of the 
horse, commonly known as “Sidebone,” has been some- 
what indefinitely classified as an “hereditary unsound- 
ness” by various writers during the last half century. 
On the other hand, perhaps the majority of breeders 
and a number of authors have strenuously denied the 
influence of heredity asa casual factor, alleging that the 
ossification developed as a result of external injury or 
the unequal incidence of concussion brought about by 
the use of calkin shoes. Arguments, and gs or ager of 
isolated instances, have been relied on by th sides, 
and no definite proof has been given whereby the doubts 
of the contenders might be set at rest. It does not seem 
to have been realised that the controversy was one ca 
able of settlement by observation and record of t 
occurrence or otherwise of sidebone in the progeny of 
sideboned or sound parents throughout a series of gener- 
ations in different families of horses: or perhaps if it 
was so realised, the opportunity for making such ob- 
servations and records not n presented in most 
countries. At all events no such observations have been 
recorded, 

As late as twenty years ago, when the British Royal 
Shire Horse Society was contemplating the introduction 
of compulsory veterinary examination at its annual show, 
the question of the unsoundness to be classed as “ here- 
di ” was remitted to a Committee of the Council of 
the Royal College of Veterinory Surgeons. No definite 
records being available, the Committee included side- 
bone amongst the unsoundness “considered” to be 
hereditary. Since then, the same lack of definite re- 
records is apparent, and I have not been able to unearth 
any statistics relating to the subject. Even modern 
authors have been content to repeat the “general idea ” 
as to the hereditary character of Sidebone without fur- 
nishing evidence of records of examination. As instanc- 
ing character of the 
on the point, the following quotations from present 
standard authors may be 
Wituiams (Principles and Practice of Veterinary 

Surgery) : 


It is generally admitted that the predisposition to sidebone

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is hereditary, and many breeders of the best class of cart 
horses, being aware of the fact, are careful not to breed 
from an animal with them. 


Hayes (Veterinary Notes—7th edition, 1906, p. 280): 
Hereditary predisposition is well marked in this disease. 


Reeks (Diseases of the Foot of the Horse, 1906 ; pages 
365, 369, 370) : 

Sidebone constitutes one of the recognised hereditary 
diseases. Is sideboue hereditary? We can best answer 
that by saying that some several years ago the Council of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, at the request of 
the Royal Commission on horse-breeding, drew up a list of 
those diseases ‘‘ which by heredity rendered stallions unfit 
as breeding sires,’’ and that in that last list was sidebone. 
Sidebones therefore sre hereditary. 


AxE (The Horse in Health and Disease }—\st edition, 
vol. 6, page 387) : 
Sidebone is one of the most pronounced of hereditary 
diseases. Its tendency to arise in the progeny of affected 
animals is now known to every horsebreeder of experience. 


MOLLER and Dotiar (The Practice of Veterinary Sur- 
gery, page 630) : 
The causes are (1) congenital predisposition, in heavy 
coarse-bred horses. 
Other poteetagionl conditions constituting unsound- 
ness which are generally regarded as hereditary, are :— 


RincBone (Exostosis at the distal extremity of the 
os suffraginis and on the os corona) ; 

Boner Spavin (Anchylosis with exostosis of the 
small bones of the tarsus—the cuneiform parvum, 
medium, and magnum. 

Curs (Sprain of the ca/caneo-cuboid ligament) ; 

Roarine (Paralysis with atrophy of all the intrinsic 
muscles of larynx on the left side except the 
crico-thyroideus). 

The following are also, but less commonly, classed as 
hereditary unsoundness :— 


Boe Spavin (Bursitis with distension 
of the synovial capsule of the tibio-astragalus 
articulation or true hock joint) ; 

THoROUGHPIN (Bursitis with permanent distension 
of the sheath of the feror pedis perforans tendon 
of the hind limb) ; 

NAVICULAR D1sEasE (Caries of the bursal surface 
of the os naviculare) ; 

Disease (Osteo-porosis) ; and 

CuorEa (“Shivering” or “ Nervy.”) 


The remarks made with regard to the absence of 
definite observations concerning the hereditary character 
of Sidebone may be even more forcibly applied to all but 
one (Roaring) of the above-mentioned unsoundness. 
Concerning the others, no exact evidence has ever been 
recorded to my knowledge. The following references 
from standard authors, relating to the more important 
of these unsoundnesses, indicate the usual attitude 
adopted when discussing their hereditary character. 
The tendency is for each author to launch an psi drrit, 
rather than to furnish proof or refer to evidence :— 


RINGBONE. 


 Wriiutams (Principles and Practice of Veterinary 


Surgery): 
Hereditary predisposition is sufficiently proved and 
acknowledged. I therefore simply advise breeders of horses 
never to breed from a sire or dam having ringbones. 


Goupaux and Barrier (The Evterior of the Horse) 


The influence of heredity has been reeognised for a long | 


time. Certain families of horses invariably transmit them 
to their descendants, 


AxE (The Horse in Health and Disease—vol.5, p. 205): 

Horses with upright pasterns and animals with pasterns of 
undue length are specially predisposed to it. 

MOLLER and Dotiar (The Practice of Veterinary Sur- 
gery, p. 607) : 

The existence of the disease in two or more feet suggests 
hereditary predisposition, and may often be traced to small 
badly-shaped joints or defects in the formation of the limbs. 
. Such conformation, being perpetuated in the 
geny, renders it easy to understand why the disease is 
inherited, 

Bone Spavin. 
Hayrs (Veterinary Notes—7th edition, 1906, p. 254): 

Hereditary predisposition plays a large part in its 
duction. . . . , Bad conformation the hocks of 
undoubtedly a predisposing influence. 

MOLLER and Dotiar (The Practice of Veterinary Sur- 
gery, page 721) : 

The intimate structure of the bones and ligaments may 
predispose to disease. as shown by the inheritance of spavin, 
and its occurrence in entire strains whose hock joints appear 
perfectly formed. 


CuRB. 
Axe (The Horse in Health and Disease—Vol. 5, 
page 300) : 
The causes . . . must be considered under two 


heads, viz,, predisposing and exciting; of the former, 
heredity is a marked factor quite apart from conformation, 
for it is noticeable that the produce of some horses and 
mares . show a special liability to the disease. 

Hayes ( Veterinary Notes.—7th edition, 1906 ; page 56) : 

Animals which have suffered from curb ought not, as a 
rule, to be used for stud purposes, for the conformation that 
renders a horse liable to this injury is often transmitted to 
the offspring. 

EXAMINATIONS MADE. 

The systematic examination of stallions organised by 
me as Chief Veterinary Officer, and carried out under 
my direction during the past three seasons in Victoria, 
has afforded an opportunity of ascertaining the pro- 
portionate incidence of most of these unsoundnesses in 
the different breeds or classes of horses, and the age- 
period at which they occur, and also of determining in 
some degree the extent to which certain of them run in 
families. 

The observations which have been made—together 
with the records of relationship of sound and unsound 
_horses—vwill, I think, furnish a material contribution to 

the evidence establishing the hereditary character of 

Sidebone, at all events. Tt is unfortunate that the records 
in most cases have reference to only the paternal side of 
| the breeding of the individual horses examined ; for 
| there is no reason to believe that the hereditary influence 
of the dam is other than equally as potent as that of the 
sire. Indeed, the conclusion is almost irresistibly 
forced that, in the case of some of the families dealt 
with, the number of unsound descendants 

would have been much greater but for the pre t- 
ing influence of “ sound” blood on the dam’s side. 

Up to the present, under the Victorian scheme for the 
Government Examination of Stallions for Soundness, a 
total of 2,636 horses have been examined ; 779 light 

orses, 558 ponies and 1,299 draught horses. 

Certificates of freedom from hereditary unsoundness 
have been issued in respect of 1954 horses (74°5 per cent.), 
and 417 (15°75 per cent.) have been refused certification 
as being affected with one or other of the listed unsound- 
nesses. The examination has not been confined to hi 
class horses. Practically all horses standing for public 
service in the State have been examieed, and as showi 


‘the range as regards quality, it should be mentio 
that 265 (10 per cent.) of the 


total number examined 
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have been refused the Government Certificate on the 

und that they were below a reasonable standard for 
Gccaruint approval as regards breed, type, and con- 
formation. 

There has been examined, therefore, it may be claimed, 
a sufficiency both as regards numbers and type from 
which to generalise concerning the incidence of the 
various unsoundnesses in different breeds or types, the 
age-period of their development and, in a lesser degree, 
their occurrence in certain families of horses and non- 
occurrence in others.

AGE-PERIOD OF DEVELOPMENT OF UNSOUNDNESS. 


No horses under two years old have been examined. 
Next to aged horses = ears and over) the age at which 
the greatest number Sean subinitted is three years. 
The excess of three-year-olds over four and five-year- 
olds, is accounted for by the fact that during the second 
and third years there was the influx of an additional 
crop of colts of this age entering on a stallion career. 
The figures in some cases (¢.7., ponies), and as regards 
the more uncommon unsoundnesses, are scarcely sufti- 
cient from which to generalise as to the age-period of 
development of unsoundness. As regards the more 
common unsoundness, however, it will be seen (tables 
given) that the percentage proportion of unsoundness 
is least in two and three-year-olds and increases each 
year untll the age of maturity, at which age-period (six 

ears and over) the greatest percentage of unsoundness 
is found in all breeds, Indeed it is quite likely that the 
proportion of unsoundness in aged horses is even 
greater than is shown in the tables, for the reason 
that a large number of horses past a showing age, and 
which were known by their owners to be unsound, have 
not been submitted for examination. 


Evipence or Hereprrary CHARACTER OF SIDEBONK | 


Amongst light horses only four (‘51 per cent.), and 
amongst ponies none have been found to ton sidebone ; 
| 80 that the records as regards these classes are of no 
_ positive value in estimating the hereditary character of 
the unsoundness, As negative evidenee, however, the 
fact of so infinitesimal a proportion of the light breeds 

being found affected is of the greatest significance : es- 
pecially when it is Sadtonteenedl that these horses are, by 


the nature of their work and paces, subject in a mue 
greater degree than draught horses to one of the alleged 


| 
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principal exciting canses of ossification of the lateral 
cartilages, viz., concussion. 

No thoroughbred horses and no pony have been 
found affected with sidebone. The four light horses in 
which it has been found have all shown some signs in 
their type and conformation of admixture of draught 
blood. One notable instance of this was the imported 
English hackney “ X G ” rejected for side- 
bone. His round nuggety conformation, broad flat feet, 
round bone, fetlock tuft, long curly hair growing from 
the coronets, and his high but laboured action all pro- 
claimed the bar sinister of draught horse blood to such 
an extent as to belie his published pedigree. Another 
of these sidebone light horses, “ M G .” al- 
though having “light” characteristics at the time of 
examination, Tas been found, according to his breeding, 
to be actually a draught horse. 


LocATION OF SIDEBONE AS EvIpENCE OF HEREDITARY 
CHARACTER. 

Concerning the frequency of occurrence of sidebone 
on the inside or outside of the foot, and as to which 
feet are more frequently affected, the following synopsis 
as regards the 275 sideboned horses is informative !—

Of the 46 horses shown in this Table as having two side- 
bones in front, 28 were affected on one foot only ; the re- 
maining 18 had one sidebone on each foot, making 36 side- 
bones in all (18x 2). Of these, 6 were inside and 30 out- 
side. ‘Therefore, the number of horses having sidebones on 
both feet was 197 (18 + 32 + 147). These 197 horses had 


720 individual sidebones between them (588 + 96 + 36), 
distributed as follows :—

48 more sidebones on outside than in- 
side—a proportion of 8 (outside) to 
7 (inside). 
The outstanding features of the above figures are— 

(A) The great excess of sidebones in the fore foot as 
compared with the hind—proportion 13 to 1. 

(B) The preponderance of cases in which both fore were 
affected as against one-foot affection—proportion 10 
to 3. 

(c) The approximation of the incidence of sidebone in 
the near and off foot—proportion 9 to 10. 

(p) The approximation of the incidence of sidebone on 
the cai and outside of the foot respectively—pro- 
portion 9 to 11, inclusive of single-footed sidebones : 
7 to 8 for pair foot sidebones only. 


Concerning A, it is reasonable to regard the excess of 
sidebones in front as itive evidence of the part 
played by concussion and strain of body weight as excit- 
ing causes of sidebone. More weight is borne during 
rest and greater coneussion is sustained during move- 
ment by the fore limbs and feet than the hind limbs and 
feet, for two reasons :— 


Firstly, the incidence of body weight on the fore feet is 
greater than on the hind ; 

Secondly, the column of bones of the fore limbs, being 
practically perpendicular from the elbow down, is 
more rigid than that of the hind limb, in which the 
angle formed by the tibio-metatarsal bones tends to 
lessen jar. 


The effect of concussion in the uction of splints 
might be adduced in sup of the above conclusion. 
It is definitely recogni that the greatest exciting 
cause of “splint” in light horses in concussion. Their 
occurrence in the metacarpal region is, as compared with 
the metatarsal, in about the same ion as record- 
ed above concerning sidebones in the fore and hind feet 
respectively of draught horses. Incidentally, it may be 
mentioned that the form of hoof in which sidebone has 
been most frequently found, is that in which the wall— 
particularly at the sides—approaches the perpendicular. 
Such feet are also usually small, narrow and blocky. 
Sidebones are seldom associated with large and spreading 
or broad and flat feet. 

As regards B, the fact of the sidebone oceurring in 
both fore feet more than three times as frequently as in 
a single foot, indicates an intrinsic causation rather than: 
causation by external violence, which would scarcely 
happen to both fore feet simultaneously. 

cede on C may be confined to the statement that 
the excess of sidebones found in the off feet, as compared 
with the near, is so slight (10 to 9) that it cannot be 

rded as of any significance in the matter of deter- 
mining the causation of sidebone. The observation, 
however, conflicts with the statement in Moller and 
Dollar’s “ Veterinary Surgery,” that ‘ the cartilage of the 
left foot suffers more frequently than that of the right.’ 

Observation D is of considerable importance. The 
fact that the disparity between the incidence of side- 
bone on the outside and inside of the foot is so slight 
(only as 8 is to 7) would appear to indicate the falsity 
of a commonly beld supposition, viz. :-—that sidebone is 
regularly caused by an injury sustained through the 


dropping of the shafts on to the coronets when the horse 
is being unyoked from a dray, or from the coronets 
being trod on when working in a team. In the former 
case, it is obvious that only the outside coronets could 
sustain injury, but in neither case can such a cause be 
horses under review. Being 


admitted as regards the

asserted that not one in ten of the draught horses exam- 
ined had ever been yoked toa dray or harnessed ina 
team, or even worn a collar.

It, doubtless, is the case that many draught horses 
when worked in pairs or in teams abreast are trodden on 
at the seat of the sidebone and that some of such horses 
may subsequently develop sidebones. Many so trodden 
on, however, do not develop sidebones and the logical 
inference is that after or 
sup) injury, they develop despite the injury and not 
because of it. “In such cases, sidebones vould doubtless 
have formed whether injury had occurred or not ; but 
where injury has occu and sidebones have been 
noticed afterwards, the injury is credited with being the 
cause although the sidebone may have been present but 
unnoticed at the time the injury was sustained. 

Since the attention of horseowners has been so 
pointedly called to the subject of sidebones by the results 
of the Government examination of stallions, many of 
them have given me instances within their own exper- 
iences on their own farms which corroborate the con- 
clusions above set out—cases in which certain horses on 
the farm related to one another have all developed side- 
bones, but the remaining horses on the farm, worked 
and treated in exactly similar fashion but unrelated to 
the sideboned horses, have remained sound.

always supported the Chair or the stronger body of the 
Council, but I must say that while ~ opposed on 
many occasions he has always done it in the most gen- 
tlemanly manner, and if on any occasion any concessions 
could be made, or differences of opinion be secured in 
any manner of way, Mr. Barrett was always the indi- 
vidual who took up that position. We cannot put into 
the Chair a member of Council who will conduct the 
business of the Chair in a more conscientious and at the 
same time more earnest manner than Mr. Barrett. He 
has not, I am aware, on all oecasions supported the 
views of the majority in regard to the Bill in which we 
are all deeply interested, but at the same time he has 
never by any word or deed done anything to oppose it, 
and I have it from his own lips that he has the greatest 
desire to do all in his power to further the interests of 
the Bill, and if possible to have it passed. (Hear, hear.) 
We are sadly in need of money, and I think I may say 
that the majority of the gentlemen sitting round this 
table are in favour of the Bill. Some would like amend-

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Prof. Wiit1ams: Mr. President and Gentlemen, I 
have very great pleasure indeed in seconding the propo- 
sition of Principal McCall that Mr. William Freeman 
Barrett be elected our President. I should like to add 
to the remarks that Principal McCall has made with 
reference to Mr. Barrett’s eminent qualifications, particu- 
larly at this time, for the honour of being our President. 
T may perhaps in the course of my remarks speak rather 
selfishly, that is selfishly from the point of view of the 

fession, in placing a man in not only an honourable, 

t an onerous “position in the expectation of him doing 
very hard work. As you are ye on it has been an 
unwritten rule, seldom broken through in this Council, 
that the senior member of Council who has not passed 
the Chair should be elected President. We have on 
one or two occasions I think broken through this rule, 
but the important thing that I would refer to is the 
extreme suitability of Mr. Barrett at this particular 
moment to guide our good ship. Mr. Barrett is a man 
of very large experience, not only of Council work here 
but of London County Council work. He is at present 
the Vice-Chairman of the Public Health Committee of 
the London County Council, which is an extremely im- 
ee position for one to hold, and Mr. Barrett’s know- 

ge of public health ought to be, and Iam sure will be, 
of very great assistance to this Council. I may say that 
there is a probability in the very near future of Mr. 
Barrett occupying a still more responsible position on the 
London County Council. Furthermore, he is Chairman 
of the Midwives Act Committee of the L.C.C., which 
gives him an insight into other things of particular 
value. Then again Mr. Barrett among his other qualifi- 
cations is a Barrister, and I think we have all exper- 
ienced his argumentative powers in that capacity. 
There one should It has been 
suggested that Mr. Barrett is perhaps apt to argue 
points. I never yet knew a naselntae who was any suc- 
cess who did not make his success by arguing points, 
and getting to the bitter end of the thing before he was 
uite satisfied that the matter ought to go on. Mr. 
also being resident in London should be of par- 
ticular value to us at this time when we are anxious to 
mmote our Bill. I know from what he has told me 
imself—-I have had conversations with him on the sub- 
ject—that he is whole-hearted in his support of the 
Bill. Statements have been made on several occasions 
that he is in opposition to the Bill. Mr. Barrett has 
never, to my knowledge, opposed the Bill, but he has 
frequently suggested that amendments, and good 
amendments, might be made to the Bill, and that the 
Bill might go forward not only as a money Bill, but as 
a Bill that would dea] with other matters. Many of us 
are of opinion that it is perhaps unwise to promote a 
Bill with many objects, and that we ought to be per- 
fectly contented with a money Bill first, and that when 
we have money then we will be able to promote another 
Bill containing other things that many of the members 
of the profession desire. I think it would be wisdom 
not to endeavour to make amendments to the Bill at 
the present time, because although some of those amend. 
ments might be extremely useful there might be opposi- 
tion, and not only wo we lose our money but we 
should also lose the things that we want to attain, and 
the things that we particularly want to attain cannot 
be attained without money. I have very great pleasure, 
therefore, gentlemen, in strongly supporting the proposi- 
tion of Principal McCall that Mr. rett be elected our 
President? 

The Presipent: Any other nominations ! 

Mr. Triccer : Mr. President and Gentlemen, person- 
ally I should be very glad indeed if we could have seen 
our way to arrive at av unanimous decision on the ques- 
tion of the election of the President to the Council of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, but I think 


the occasion is far too momentous for us to accept 


blindly a proposition which seriously may affect our 
position during the ensuing year. I join in every tribute 
of regard and respect to Mr. Barrett as a member of 
Council, but I cannot disguise from myself—and I do 
not think this Council can disguise from itself—the 
fact that Mr. Barrett has not been a whole-hearted sup- 
porter of the Bill. He has never given it cordial sup- 
port, and I do not think at the present juncture it is 
desirable to place in the Chair a gentleman who, at least 
in the past, has not given the Bill cordial support. 
(Prof. Williams: “ eee) I assert without jo of 
contradiction that that support has not been accorded. 
Mr. Barrett has at all events raised very great difticul- 
ties, and I do not think we can consider that in the past 
he has been a strong supporter of the Bill upon that 
ground. Again, I should like to say that on those 
grounds I think we are entirely justified in departing 
from any question of precedents. Personally, I do not 
believe in precedents in public appointments, I think 
that no more dangerous argument could possibly be 
adduced. I have very great pleasure, if he will allow 
me to do so—I_ have never asked him for his consent— 
in nominating Prof. Mettam as President for the ensu- 
ing year. He has on the one question which is now be- 
fore this Council, on the one question which is now before 
the profession, on the one question upon which the 
very existence of our Corporate body depends, shown 
himself absolutely in accord with the wishes of the pro- 
fession. We all know that Prof. Mettam is a man who 
commands the respects of the entire veterinary profes- 
sion ; he is a gentleman who is eminently calculated to 
adorn the Presidential chair, and I believe that his elec- 
tion at this critical stage would give very great pleasure 
to the profession at large. I have, therefore, very great 
pleasure in nominating Prof. Mettam simply on the 

unds which I have put before you, and without any 
eeling of disrespect whatever for Mr. Barrett. 

The PrestpEent : Does anyone second Prof. Mettam’s 
nomination 

Mr. SrockMaN: Sir, I have very great pleasure in 
seconding Prof. Mettam’s nomination. Had it been a 
question of personal qualities I should have beer exceed- 
ingly pleased to have supported Mr. Barrett, but I do 
not want to say anything further on that point, because 
Mr. Trigger has explained his views, which I endorse. I 
am perfectly certain that Prof. Mettam will, by his know- 
ledge of the business of the Council and his clear headed- 
ness, adorn the Chair, and I have great pleasure i» 
seconding Mr. Trigger’s proposal. 

The Presipent: Does any other member desire to 
address the Council before I put these nominations to 
the vote! 

Mr. Garner: I think I should like to say a few 
words on this occasion because the question of principle 
arises in my mind, As you gentlemen are all aware, I 
have a very high regard for Mr, Barrett, and anythin 
that J may say must not be taken in a personal view anc 
in a personal sense, But I do not think that this Council is 
justified on this oceasion in electing a gentleman to the 
Chair who is, and has been, a whole-hearted supporter 
of the Bill. You are as well aware as [ am that on this 
Council from the 7 beginning there have been three 
opponents of the Bill, One is our old friend, Prof, 
Dewar. His opposition I respect. The other is the 
opposition, | might almost term it the malignant oppo- 
sition, at any rate the insatiable opposition, of Mr. 
Dollar and Me. Barrett. (“ No, no.”) hatever one or 
the other has proposed the other has seconded ; no con- 
cessions have satisfied them, and to bring Mr, Barrett 
forward now at the eleventh hour, the fifty-ninth minute, 
the fifty-ninth second as a convert to that Bill will be a 
bomb-shell spread over the profession, I agree entirely 
that it would be, and no one would be more surprised 
than myself tohear Mr, Barrett say now that he is pre- 
pared to work for and support the Bill} He is one of 
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those who I look upon as having destroyed valuable 
clauses which would well been appreciated, but which 
have had to be surrendered owing to his opposition and 
the other opposition to the Bill. How he can reconcile 
his position I do not know. You have only to go over 
the old files of The Record to see the attitude of hostility 
he has taken up ; evenon the last occasion when it was 
before this Council he almost besought us to withdraw 
it in order that he might mangle it still further. (“ No, 
no.”) It is vahenddoc. my for me to conceive that you, 
gentlemen, will appoint anybody as your representative 
who has taken up such an active position in opposition 
to the Bill when we desire to take it through. It was 
only last pene I had better not say it—that 
he and I were talking about this Bill, and the question 
of opposition came up, and I told him straight that any 
opposition this Council was not afraid to meet, and 
to meet before a Committee of the House of Commons ; 
and at that time I understood that he was prepared to 
oppose, and was acting in conjunction with those op- 
posed to the Bill, and that he would oppose it even in 
the House of Commons. Iam glad even of an eleventh 
hour convert, and I am glad that Mr. Barrett has seen 
the errors of his ways, but for all that I cannot help 
expressing the feeling that he is absolutely the one im- 
possible man to occupy the chair at this important 
juncture. 

Prof. Witt1AMs: I really think, sir, it is rather an 
awkward position for anyone to placed in to have 
charges made against him when he is not supposed to 
8 gt the question. I have stated quite distinetly 
that Mr. Barrett is in favour of the Bill. I have stated 

uite distinctly that Mr. Barrett has never opposed it in 
the sense that Mr. Garnett has put it. I leave it to the 
feelings of the Council—whether a vindictive attack 
like that should succeed or not. 

The Prestpent: I cannot allow a second speech on 
the question of the election of President. Mr. Barrett 
himself, 1 need hardly say, has got the right to speak. 

Prof. Wittiams: Which one would never think of 
taking advantage of. 

Mr. Mel. McCaui: I would like to make a few re< 
marks on what has passed from my friend Mr. Garnett 
in connection with Mr. Barrett's opposition to the Bill. 
I have been to every meeting of Council, and I cannet 
say that at any of the meetings here | have noticed that 
vindictive opposition which Mr. Garnett refers to. A a 
matter of fact it has seemed to me that, instead of bein 
a vindictive opponent of it, while he was a man who did 
not quite see eye to eye with every clause, yet at the 
same time he was certainly not opposed to the Bill 
entirely. He has eeeatal & great many portions of 
the Bill, and he has supported a great many amend- 
ments which might have helped things. 

Mr. Garner: He has opposed the principle from the 
beginning. 

Mr. Mel. MceCatu: That is not my opinion. 1 have 
very great pleasure in supporting Mr. Barrett's nomina- 
tion for the Presidency. 

The Prestpent : Gentlemen, | must ask the Council 
to vote on these two names by ballot. 

The ballot was then taken and resulted as follows : 


Barrett 13, Mettam 11. 


The Prestpent : The votes are 13 for Mr. Barrett and 
11 for Prof. Mettam. I therefore declare Mr. Barrett 
elected President. (Cheers). 

The chair was then vacated by Sir John M‘Fadyean ; 
and after Mr, Barrett had assumed the robe and chain of 
office, he took the chair, amid hearty cheers. 

The Prestpent (Mr. W. Freeman Barrett): Gentle- 
men, I conceive it is my first duty to thank you for the 
very high honour that you have conferred upon me, and 
T am sure you will forgive me if I say that | am quite 
unable, totally unable, to express, in view of the present 


circumstances, the convictions that crowd through my 
mind. It is impossible that I cannot have appreciated 
that there has been some feeling against me oils vegan 
to the position which you now have been kind enough 
to give me. I think I ought to say that I regret very 
much that opposieion, and I do especially regret the re- 
marks which have fallen from my friend, Mr. Garnett. 
I have no feeling at all in this matter. Having entered 
this chair all my feelings in regard to that matter must 
pass away, because I owe it to you that they should 
pass away. (Hear, hear.) Therefore I am only going to 
say this in reply to him: I think he was not justified 
in making the observations with respect to myself which 
he has made, because it is not true to say that I have 
ever been in opposition to the Veterinary Surgeons 
Amendment Bill. Prof. McCall was perfectly right and 
perfectly justified in making an observation, which he 
did make, in regard to that very important measure. 
sought to have the Bill amended because I felt (and I 
felt I must give effect to my convictions ; they may have 
been right or they may have been wrong, I do not know ; 
at any rate they were the convictions of my mind)—I say 
I felt that wisely certain amendments might have been 
made to that Bill. I regretted very much in my own 
mind that widespread and effectual opposition wasaroused 
to it, but to say that I have ever associated myself with 
Mr. Dollar and those who worked with him in opposition 
to this Bill is absolutely untrue (Hear, hear), and I owe 
it to myself to inform the Council that that is so. I 
think I ought tosay further again that I assure you I 
have no feeling in the matter at all against anyone. I 
am accustomed to controversy, and to me it is not at all 
a personal matter, and I ask Mr. Garnett to receive my 
remarks in the spirit in which I make them. A year or 
two ago, Mr. Hurndall, who has actively opposed the 
measure, wisely or unwisely, asked me to join a Com- 
mittee of whieh I think he was Honorary Secretary, and 
at that time, long before outside opposition was aroused, 
1 wrote him specifically and I said, “ No, I am not going 
to oppose this Bill, I am going to seek to have it amended, 
and [ am going to do the best I can in that respect, but

At a recent meeting of my Committee on Health, | 
submitted (1) a circular letter, of date 16th November 
last, from the Mayor of Birkenhead, the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Congress of the Royal 
Institute of Public Health, to be held at Birkenhead 
from 18th till 23rd July next, inviting the Corporation 
to appoint delegates to attend and take part in the 
ps ae of that Congress ; (2) a communication of 
the same date from the Secretary of the Royal Sanitary 
Institute, stating that that Institute have accepted an 
invitation from the Town Council of Brighton to hold 
their 25th Congress and Exhibition in that town in 
Septembet next, and asking that the Corporation ap- 
point delegates to attend thereat ; and (3) a letter from 
the Town Clerk of Sheffield, stating that the Town 
Council of that city had had under consideration a re- 
quest by the Secretary of the said Royal Sanitary Insti- 
tute that they appoint delegates to attend the Congress 
of that Institute : that he, by direction of his Committee 
on Health, had ey stating that, in their opinion,

Mr. President and Gentlemen,—We, the undersigned 
students in the Veterinary Colleges of Great Britain 
and Ireland, wish toapproach you, with a view to obtain- 
ing your consideration of certain conditions of the exam- 
inations for the diploma of membership of the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons. : 

Having regard to the unquestionable hardships which 
have arisen in the past, we would beg that you consider 
once an the feasibility of lightening the penalty 
attached to rejection in one subject only. We would 
respectfully submit that, under the present conditions, 
a few marks below the required standard in one subject 
is sufficient to neutralise very high marks in, say, two 
other subjects. Might we be permitted to imagine a 
possible, if extreme case. In the second professional 
examination it is conceivable that a candidate may 
obtain 100 per cent. in Anatomy and Physiology, and 
yet fail in the examination because he only gains 44 per 
cent. in Stable Management. 

We would ask that the possibility be considered of 
Ae mee exemption from the subjects in which, in the 
opinion of his examiners, a candidate has obtained sutti- 
cient marks to merit such concession. 

The subject of the appointment of teachers as internal 
examiners has been ventilated more than once in the 
professional press, and has been recently re-opened. We 
would take this opportunity to most earnestly support 
those whose desire it is to see the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons forsake an isolated and, if we may 
be permitted the expression, an obsolete position. 

Ye trust that our motives in approaching you will be 
understood as dependent upon a desire to further the 
interests of the profession to which we hope in the 
future to have the honour to belong.”

Auditors’ Report. The Treasurer reported that the 
Auditors had expressed themselves as satisfied with the 
way in which the books of the Col had been kept.

REGISTRATION COMMITTEE. 


The Secretary read the Report of a meeting of the 
Registration Committee held on Thursday, June 30th, 
1910. 

Correspondence. Six letters dealing with different 
subjects were considered by the Committee, and instruc- 
tions were given with regard to the course of procedure 
to be followed in each case. 

Cases. A member appeared to answer a charge of 
distributing circulars in the nature of an advertisement. 
After hearing his defence, to the effect that the circulars 
were issued only to the members of a Kennel Club, it 
was resolved that the member be informed that the Com- 
mittee do not propose to strike his name off the Register, 
but that in the opinion of the Committee he had com- 
mitted a grave indiscretion in the issue of the circulars, 
and that he will be required to repeat the undertaking 
which he had given in 1907 to discontinue advertise- 
ments of any kind. f 

Fifteen other cases were under the consideration of 
the Committee. 

Restorations. (a) An application was received from 
Mr. H. Potts for the restoration of name to the Register, 
it having been struck off in January, 1910. Testimonials 
were received in his favour together with a petition 
bearing ninety signatures. It was, however, repo 
that since the removal of his name from the Register, 
Mr. Potts had used the title M.R.C.V.S., and it was 
resolved that Mr. Potts be informed that the Committee 
cannot accede to his request, and that the reason for 
their refusal is that there have been submitted to them 
what sg to be copies of certificates and bills in 
which he has described himself as a veterinary surgeon 
and a member of the Royal College after the date of the 
removal of his name. : 

() It was resolved that a prosecution be instituted 
against Mr. Potts if proper evidence can be obtained. 

(c) It was resolved that the names of Mr. Roland A. 
Lord and J. N. —. be restored to the Register on 
payment of the usual fee. 

On the motion of Sir John M‘Fadyean, seconded b 
General Thomson, the Report was received and po ao 
after a slight verbal amendment had been made to it ; 
and on the motion of Mr. Mulvey, seconded by Mr. 
Trigger, authority was given for the seal of the College 
to be affixed to the prosecutions mentioned in the report. 


EXAMINATION COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Mutvey read the following report of a meeting 
of the Examination Committee held on Thursday, June 
30th, 1910 :— 

Reports on the Scotch Examinations. The reports of 
the delegates, Chairman of Board of Examiners, and the 
Local Secretary, were read and considered. 

(a) It was resolved that an application be made to 
the veterinary surgeon to the Corporation of Glasgow 
stating that the Council would regard it as a favour if 
he would grant all possible facilities for the examination 
of students in Meat Inspection, Class D. 

(4) An application was received from Mr. N. B. 
Francis, a rejected student in Class D, for permission to 
defer taking his Final Examination for more than twelve 
months under the provisions of Bye-law 64, and it was 


resolved that Mr. Francis be informed that the Commit- 
tee have taken note of his —_ and will take 
it into consideration when next applies for re- 
examination. 

Educational Certificates. — Educational Certificates 
Numbers 1082 to 1091 were submitted and duly accepted. 

Melbourne University Veterinary Degree—A letter 
(30/4/1910) was received from the Colonial Secretary. 
together with a copy of a letter from the Agent-General 
for Victoria, dated April 20th, making application for 
the nee of Melbourne University Veterinary 
Degrees by the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

Sir John M‘Fadyean pro that a reply be sent, the 
termts of which he read. Maj.-Gen. Thomson seconded 
the motion. 

Prof. Williams pro as an amendment that the 
letter from the Most Noble the Earl of Crewe with refer- 
ence to the Melbourne University Veterinary School and 
matters appertaining thereto, be referred to a Committee 
of Council for consideration and report. 

The amendment was seconded by Mr. Barrett and Sir 
John M‘Fadyean then withdrew his motion. The amend- 
ment was put tothe meeting as the substantive motion 
and carried. 

Mr. Mutvey : I move the reception and adoption of 
the report. 

Mr. McCatx: I second the motion. 

Prof. Dewar: Before the motion is put for the adop- 
tion of the report, I think it would be as well if I brought 
before this Council a difficulty we were in at the last 
examinations in Scotland. One of the examiners did 
not turn up; the delegate who was there, Mr. Garnett 
the Secretary, and myself did all we could to get a sub- 
stitute, and eventually we did get a substitute. It would 
have been rather awkward to postpone the whole exami- 


rted | nation, and I may say that some slight irregularity did 


occur at the commencement of the examination, one 
examiner alone possibly examininga student. I thought 
it was just as well that the Council should know it, 
otherwise the whole examination would have been 
blocked. I do not suppose that any harm was done to 
anyone.

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(ii) A Written, an Oral, and a Practical Examination 
on each of the following subjects : 

(a) Veterinary Hygiene and Dietetics (including 
Epizootiology, Knowledge of Laws relating 
to State and Municipal Veterinary Medicine). 

(4) and Bacteriology. 

c) Meat and Milk Inspection. 
(2) That the present regulations be amended so as to 
vide for the two examinations, and in addition for the 
ollowing necessary changes in the instructions to 
examiners : 

The marks shall be a maximum of 200 in each subject 
(100 for the Written and 100 for the Oral Examination) 
taken separately, and a total gate of 60 per cent. 
shall be obtained. Failure to obtain 50 per cent. in any 
one subject shall disqualify. 

In the event of a Thesis after its defence by the candi- 
date being finally accepted, and the candidate failing to 
obtain the necessary qualifying number of marks in the 
Written and Oral Examinations, he shall not be required 
to furnish a new Thesis on again presenting himself for 
the Written and Oral Examinations. 

In the event of a Thesis being accepted for defence 
and the candidate failing in his defence to satisfy the 
examiners, he shall be required to furnish a new Thesis 
on again presenting himself as a candidate for exam- 
Ination 

After reading the report, Mr. Mulvey said: To carry 
out what I have read to you now it will not be necessary 
to apply for a new Charter, but the Committee make in 
addition the following recommendation, that when ap- 
plication is made for a new Charter the length of time 
required between the poe S the Membership and 
the Fellowship examination be reduced from five to two 
years.

Prof. eesidete: No, no. Mr. Trigger, Mr. Simpson, 
Mr. Mulvey, Mr. Sumner, and Prof. McCall are also on 
the Committee. 

Mr. Mutvey: Do not you think the best way would 
he to appoint a new Committee altogether.

Mr. Sumner: If our President would declare himself 
in favour of the Bill as it stands, that would give us who 
are members of the Committee a reasonable feeling that 
we should be supported by the Chair.

I said last night to Mr. Mulvey, “If I 
am elected President I shall feel it my duty to consult 
you as the oldest member of the Council, one of the 
oldest—in a friendly chat, and see if anything can be 
done to amend the Bill. Failing that I accept it as it 
stands, and will do all I can in the interests of the 
present Bill.” What more can I say? 

Sir Joan M‘Fapyean: Sir, I accept that, and when 
you come to read the report of this meetin , you yourself 
a that you have not before wu langnage so 
explicit. 

he PRESIDENT: I am sorry if I have not.

Mr. Luoyp: Mr. President and gentlemen, there is 
one matter which I would like to bring to your notice 
respecting the pusition of old time veterinary inspectors. 
Tam at present only going to draw your attention to 
two particulars, and then ask you to refer the matter to 
a Committee and to consider it very carefully. At the 

mt time they are about to appoint a veterinary 
inspector at Bolton, and part of his duties will be to 
report the result of his work as the veterinary inspector 
under the Diseases of Animals Act to the Medical 
Officer of Health, and although it does not say so, I take 
it that it means through him to the Committee. I 
think that is putting the veterinary inspector’s position 
very low down indeed, in fact, it is taking away the 
only bit of an independent position that the old time 
veterinary inspector has got. 

Mr. Lawson : It is the same at Manchester, is it not? 

Mr. Luoyp: I think not. In another town, at the 
instigation I am informed of the Secretary to the Board 
of Se the Medical Officer of Health has 
actually been sonore the Inspector under the 
Diseases of Animals Act. 

Mr. Stockman : When? Can you give the date ? 

Mr. Lioyp : Lately, I believe. Whatever Committee 
takes the matter up, if Iam a member of that Com- 
mittee I will be prepared to come before it and support 
my remarks. I think it is a matter that ought to be 
carefully investigated, because it 1s going to take away 
the position of a large number of old time veterinary 
inspectors, and put them right in the background,—in 
the same position that the Sanitary Inspector is in. 

The Presipent: Might I s it to you that the best 
course for you to adopt wou to move a motion at 
the next meeting of Council ? 


Mr. Luoyp: This matter at Bolton is very urgent, 
that is why I wish to bring it forward now. If the 
Council felt inclined to say they do not agree with me 
of course the matter would drop, but that is the posi- 
tion as faras Iamconcerned. At the same time I might 
mention that this question is being discussed in Ireland, 
of the Medical Officers taking on the posts of inspec- 
tors under the Diseases of Animals Act, and the Local 
Government Board of Ireland are supporting the veteri- 
profession there. 

he Presmpent: Under Bye-law 10 you can move a 
motion at the next meeting of Council, provided you 
give the Secretary notice of the motion in time for its 
announcement. 

Mr. Lioyp: Before the next meeting is called ? 

The PresipENT : Yes. 

Mr. Luoyp: If that is in order I am quite prepared 
to do it. I will allow it to drop for the present. 

Prof. : Could not Mr. propose that 
this Council deplores the action taken by the Corpora- 
tion of Bolton ? 

The PRESIDENT : Not now. 

Mr. Vittar: Might I suggest that Mr. Lloyd should 
be asked to put his statement into writing, with the 
assurance that that statement will be brought before 
the Parliamentary and General Pur Committee at 
their next meeting. The matter will then be considered 
the day before the next meeting of Council, and we shall 
be prepared to deal with the matter.
